KNIFE BATTLE IN 
A CLUB KITCHEN. 


Union League the Scene of a 
Fierce Encounter Between 
the Chef and the 
Butcher. 


DURING DINNER HOUR 


| Reorganization of the Staff

Jealousy. 


BOTH MEN IN JAIL HOSPITAL 


The chef and the butcher of the Union 
League club fought a duel with butcher 
knives in the kitchen of the club at 7 
o’clock last night, while members of the club 
sat at their dinner. | 

The contestants are now in the County 
Jail hospital, each with a wrist nearly sev- 
ered and other injuries, and one with a frac- 
tured skull. There is a chance that one 
may not survive, | 

Emil Colton, a Frenchman, is the butcher, 
and Jules Kuntz, a German, is the chef. 
H. Ritchie, the newly appointed manager of 
the club, had dismissed the old staff of em- 
ployés, including Colton and Kuntz, and new 
men were to take their places this morning. 
Each of the two had suspected the other of 
securing his dismissal. 


Both Secure Knives. 


So the fight came about as the result of a] 


quarrel. During the argument Kunts is said - 
to have struck Colton in the face with his 
fist. Colton then seized an eighteen-inch 
knife and attacked the chef. The latter re- 
treated and picked up another knife with 
which to defend himself. In the fight which 
followed blood spattered over the walls, floor, 
and ceiling. ‘3 
. Colton and Kuntz, is is said, were both 
trained in the use of the sword while serving 
in European armies. When the fight began 
they assumed dueling positions, and for the 
next ten minutes their improvised swords 
clashed. At intervals there were cries of 
pain. | 

Colton took the aggressive at the start, 
and, before his opponent could seize a 
weapon, had cut him twice on the head. One 
of the blows fractured Kuntz’s skull. Kuntz, 
however continued to defend himself. He 
dashed aside the knife of the butcher and 
struck him on the wrist, nearly severing it. 
The biow cut an artery, and the attack of 
Colton after this was visibly weakened. 


| Other employés art watched the 


struggle, not daring to interfere. Finally 
the two men fell to the floor, weak from the 
loss of blood. It was not lomg before both 
were unconscious. | 


Members Are Excited. 


Manager Ritchie reached the kitchen at 
this time and sent a bellboy for Dr. C. String- 
field, who lives at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 
When the physician-arrived the men were 
gasping for breath. Dr. Stringfield stitched 
the arteries and dressed the wounds. Park 
Policeman: Coltman, stationed in Jackson 
boulevard, was notified, and he sent for thea 
police ef the Central Detail Station. The 
injured men were then taken to the jail hos- 
pital. | 

At the time of the fight members of the club 
were eating dinner in the top story of the 
club. Several members were chatting in the 
reception-room when. the bellboy rushed 
past them on his way for the physician. 
Some excitement was caused when it was 
learned that .a stabbing affray had taken 
place in the kitchen. The neWs soon spread 
throughout the club, and some of the mem- 
bers did not finish their dinners. 


Knew Nothing of Jealousy. 

‘‘T was recently appointed manager of the 
club to succeed R. T. Clark,” Mr. Ritchie 
said, “‘and at once began to make changes 
among the employés. I had no idea that 
there was jealousy existing between Colton 


“and Kuntz, and knew nothing of the fight 


until I was told that the men were nearly 
dead in the basement.”

MAKES PLEA FOR FIREMEN 


FATHER HUGH M’GUIRE DE- 
PLORES SACRIFICE OF LIFE. 


Priest Delivers Funeral Sermon Over 
Body of Patrick McCormick and 
Condemns System Which Permits 
Superior Officer to Order Men to 

Their Death — Declares Crime Is 
Committed Under Such Circum- 
stances.. 


“There is no building in Chicago that is 
worth a human life,’ said the Rev. Hugh 
McGuire, pastor of St. James’ Roman Cath- 
olic Church, in the course of the funeral! ser- 
mon he delivered yesterday over the body of 
Patrick McCormick, the fireman who was 
killed by a falling wall at the Renfost apart- 
ment building fire last Friday. 

‘“‘ This man, who enacted the role of a hero, 
has left a widow,’’ Father McGuire con- 
tinued. “There is a woman at home who 
loved and cherished him as she did her own 


again, but whocan return to this sorrowing 
widow the husband for whom she mourns?’ 

_ Father McGuire spoke of the hardships 
endured by the firemen and the risks, they 
were forced to take under the orders of their 
superiors. There was something essentially, 
and radically wrong, he declared, when a 
fireman was ordered to throw away his life 
in an effort to save property where no lives 
were to be saved. He condemned the city 
government in words equally as strong for 
its failure to provide a pension system for 
the widows and children of firemen whose 
lives had been lost in the performance of 
their duties. 

To Give Life for Life. 

‘“‘If a man is called upon to sacrifice him- 
self for the good of humanity,” said Father 
McGuire, “ if there is a fainting woman to be 
carried from the smoke and flames, then I 
say the ‘¢nds justify the risk. But when a 
man in the prime of life is called upon to 
walk into the jaws of death—after the fire 
is practicaly out, after the tenants have 
reached the street in safety—I say that 
nothing short of a crime has been com- 
mitted.’’ 

The services at the church followed those 
at the residence, 3249 State street, where 
the widow of the man who gave his life away 
in obedience to orders, lies prostrated with 
griet. The day of McCormick’s death had 
beer his “regular off.” He had left engine 
quarters before the alarm. was rung in, and 
was to report back for duty at 6 o’clock that 
evening, but the fireman's duty and instinct | 
proved too strong when the apparatus rushed 
past him on the way to the fire, and instead.

rades in their work of subduing the flames. 


Ordered to His Death. 

Two hours later, after the biaze had re- 
duced the building to an empty shell, Mc- 
Cormick, with Lieutenant "West and Pipe- 
man Faulkner, were ordered close under 
a tottering wall. The wall fell and McCor- 
mick was crushed to death under the ruins. 
His companions had narrow escapes. 


Sacrifice a Noble Act. 

“The sacrifice of a human life, where it 
is done in a good cause. is one of the most 
noble acts which can be performed,”’ said 
Father McGuire. ‘In its execution is 
brought to the front the noblest qualities of 
courage and self-sacrifice in the individual. 
But that it should be done tomo account ts 
a matter of deepest regret. 

“A few blocks from here, at Thirty-second 
street and Cottage Grove avenue, two years 
ago, I witnessed a dozen firemen ordered to 
almost certain death. A livery stable was 
burning. There were no human lives to save, 
yet the men were ordered into the trap. Six 
of them met instant death or suffered fatal 
wounds. 

“ A human life sacrificed for a miserable 
shell of a building, put up without care, 
without regard for common safety. . 

‘A crime was committed in which the 
value of a human life was deemed of less . 
consequence than the greed of commercial- 
ism. Who benefited? Perhaps the insurance 
companies gained satisfaction that the fire’s 
progress was curbed as well as human beings 
were able; perhaps some superior officer's 
bosom. swelled with pride that he was the 
commander of the little band that worked 
beneath the totterimg walls.

TAX LAID ON EMPLOYES. 


The denial of Chairman Rowe of the Re- 
publican State committee of the charges 
made in the celebrated “round robin” of 
last February was met yesterday by the 
signers of that letter with documentary 
proof of the truth of the statements they 
had made. ‘ 

The charge made by Graeme Stewart, 
Charles Deere, Congressman Walter Reeves, 
General Charles Fitz-Simons, and Senator 
Cullom, the signers of the “‘ round robin,”

Rowe’s Letter Gives Proof.

Cullom and Mason Are Ignored. 

Governor Yates dislikes Shelby M. Cullom, 
and he has neither love nor affection for 
William E. Mason.

Following the usual custom, 
Mr. Noll then by request appeared before the 
Presbytery and questions were put to him 
on disputed points in theology. Mr. Noll 
answered several satisfactorily. Finally he 
was asked about a passage jn the fifth chap- 
ter of Romans, in which Adam is mentioned. 


‘He was asked if he believed Adam was a 


historical person. Mr. Noll shook his head. 

* “7 cannot accept the belief that Adam was 
a creature of fiesh and blood, as a historical 
person would have to be,”’ said he. 

Several ministers at once sprang to their 
feet. One of the conservative said with some 
indignation: 

“If you cannot accept Adam as a person 
of flesh and blood, then it means that you 
practically say Saint Paul did not know what 
he was talking about.”’ 

Mr. Noll said he thought Saint Paul did 
know, even if his own views differed from 
those of his questioners.; He was asked if the 
sentence in the fifty-third chapter of Isaiah, 
“Iie is despised and rejected of men,” re- 
ferred to Christ. Mr. Noll said that accord- 
ing to his theological teachings it meant the 
Hebrew race. 

After he had retired there was an excited 
discussion. That such views regarding Adam 
as Mr. Noll expressed made a man unfit to 
be a Presbyterian minister was the opinion 
expressed by a large majority, one minister 
declaring excitedly that “ as long as he lived 
he would vote against every man who wanted 
to preach such criticisms of God’s word as 
that.’’ 

Mr. Noll had another chance to explain, 
but he did not change his answers. It was 
then voted to refuse him a license for the 
present, but to let the committee have an- 
other attempt to get the young man to change 
his views. Mr. Noll said afterward that he 
could not change his answer regarding 
Adam. 3

Outlook for Prosperity. 
The Chancellor, in beginning his speech, 


‘declared that the last year had not been ex- 


ceptionally prosperous, but that there was 


nothing to depress the country. Despite the 
fact that thousands of workmen had been 


removed from productive labor by war, the 
revenue figures showed no diminution of 
business at home, while there wasa satisfac¢- 
tory increase of foreign trade, and there was 
no reason for thinking that there had been 


_any faling off of the consuming power of the 
~people. There had been a heavy slump in 
regeipts from tobacco, spitits, and beer, 


but there was a great increase in the con- 
sumption of tea and cocoa. The decrease 
in the receipts from spirits and tobacco was 
due to the forestallment of the duty during 
the previous year. He wasin the exceptional 
position for a Chancellor of the Exchequer 
holding office during a severe war, that for 
two years past the revenue had exceeded his 
anticipations. 


Receipts for the Year. 

Proceeding to @eal with the receipts of last 
year in detail, Str Michael Hicks-Beach said 
the sugar tax was most successful. It brought 
in £6,500,000 ($32,500,000), against his estimate 
of £5,100,000 ($25,500,000). The export duty 
on coal produced £1,314,000 ($6,570,000), which 
was also above the estimate, while the proph- 
ets of evil were so far from being justified 
that the exports were higher than in the 
case of any year, except the record year of 
1890. It would be difficult to convince him 
that the tax should be repealed. 

Passing to the wine duties, which it had 
been suggested to him should be increased, 
the Chancellor said the receipts from wine 
had been diminished by £38,000 ($190,000).

After saying that he did not propose to 
interfere with.beer, wine, tea, and sugar, the 
Chancellor said he must select for indirect 
taxation an article practically in universal 
consumption, the-taxation of which woul4 
not unduly’ press any class, The ordinary 
expenditure of the country, quite apart from 
the war, was greatly increasing, and in 
view of the ever-growing expenditure for 
armies and. mayies in other countries he 
thought it desirable to frame some scheme 
of taxation under which, when peace returns, 
there would be no difficulty in settling the 
country’s finance system on a basis equitable 
alike to all the taxpayers of the country. 

The Chancellor said he was of the opinion 


that the repeal by the late Mr. Lowe of the 


import duty on wheat had rot realized ths 
expectations formed at the time. The effec* 
of a duty of three pence per hundredweignt 
on wheat would mean but a small fraction of 
a farthing increase in the price of the loaf, 
and the competition of the bakers was so 
keen that any one trying to raise the price of 
bread on such a ground would probably find 
such action not to his advantage. 


Denies Blow to Free Trade. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer denied 
that the registration of duties on grain and 
flour violated the principles of free trade or 
would increase the cost of food. He thought 
the duties had been recklessly abandoned 
and declared their remission did not reduce 
the price of food. He therefore proposed an 
import duty of three pence (six cents) per 
hundredweight on all grain, with a correla- 
tive duty of five pence (ten cents) per hun- 
dredweight on flour and meal. The total 
yield of this duty was estimated at £2,650,000 
($18,250,000), bringing the total estimate of 
the revenue from the new taxation to £5, 150,- 
000 ($25,750,000). Of the balance of the deficit | 
the Chancellor proposed to borrow £32,000,000 
($160,000,000), and to find the rest by drafts 
on the exchequer. He feared that the duty 
on grain would arouse prejudices strong and

DEATH BLOW TO FREE. TRADE. 


Paul Kruger Not Only Staggers Hu- 
manity but Shatters England’s 
P National Policy.

LONDON, April 15, 3 a. m.—Paul Kruger, 
besides staggering humanity, has driven the 
last nail in the coffin of freetrade. Sir Mi- 
chael Hicks-Beach has resisted considerable 
pressure and has yielded reluctantly to Sir 
Robert Giffen, who was once the hope of the 
stern, unbending Cobdenites, and who has 
been coaching him in the columns of the 
Times, and at last hiscueistaken. The tax- 
ation of corn is resumed, although the abo- 
lition of the corn laws was the supreme end 
of.Cobden’s agitation which converted Eng- 
land into a free trade nation. The hands on 
the dial plate, as devout Cobdenites, will 


Hicks-Beach sought to minimize the im- 
portance of the new taxation by describing 
it as a revival of the registration duty on 
wheat and flour which Lowe ought never to 
have repealed, and which had nothing to do 
with the protective system, but Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt did not allow the House of 
Commons to be deceived by sophistries, and 
characterized the taxation of food as in- 
compatible with the free trade system. 


Speech Creates a Sensation. 


The budget speech created a great sensa- 
tion in the House 9f Commons, where both 
the extent of the deficiency and the nature 
of the new taxes were surprises. Experts 
had estimated the deficit inaccurately at 
from $100,000,000 to $125,000,000. It was 
§124,120,000, and was increased to $227,000,- 
G00 by transports for the soldiers and gra- 
tuities at the close of the war. 

The budget speech contained fewer jokes 
than usual, for Hicks-Beach appreciated, ap- 
parently, the seriousness of the departure 
from a policy handed down by two genera- 
tions of free trade financiers. It was re- 
ceived with mixed signs of doubt and ap- 
proval on the government side, and with 
evident delight and relief by the opposition 
benches. The demoralized Liberal party had 
at last found an issue on which all factions 
could unite. 

The commonest comment made was the 
expression of surprise that the government 
had waited until peace was in sight before 
abandoning Cobden’s principles, and had re- 
stored the registration duties on grain and 
flour for the sake of raising $13,250,000, which 
might have been obtained by increasing the 
sugar duties. 


Chamberlain Carries His Point. 
The budget speech was clear evidence that 
Hicks-Beach had yielded to pressure from 
Joseph Chamberlain. The Secretary for the 
Colonies was determined to have the duties 
on foodstuffs before the assembling of the 
imperial conference when the coionial 
Premiers come on for the coronation, so 
that there could be some basis for the pref- 
erential treatments of Canada and other 
colonies, 


AFFECTS PRICES IN NEW YORK. 


Wheat and Corn Fall Off on News of 
the Proposed New Taxes in 
England. 


New York, April 14.—[{Special.]—The news 
that the British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer had announced an import duty for 
war expenses of six cents a hundredweight 
on grain and 10 cents a hundredweight on 
flour was received on the floor of the Prod- 
uce Exchange half an hour before the clos- 
ing this afternoon and had its effect. Wheat 
fell off one-quarter cent, to 78% cents a 
bushel, and there was a half-cent drop in 
corn. 

Members of the Produce Exchange, how- 
ever, and the biggest grain exporters in this 
city said that the British war tax would 
make no difference in the amount of grain 
exports from the United States to Great 
Britain, and the effect on the price was only 
for the moment. 

The tax is so smal] that the additional cost 
of a loaf of bread will be almost negligible: 
so there will be no decrease in the demand. 

Great Britain consumes 220,000,000 bushels 
of wheat every year and can raise for her- 
self only 50,000,000. More than half of the 
rest is sent to England from this country.

FEAR OF HIS REPORT. 


“ Five employés of the engineering depart- 
ment of the Sanitary District will be dropped 
from the rolls. One or two more may follow. 
At least four positions will be abolished. 
The entire force of my department will be 
reorganized by the end of this week.” 

This statement was made by Chief Engt- 
neer Isham Randolph of the Drainage board 
at the close of yesterday’s meeting of the 
Engineering committee. This committee, 


which is a committee of- the whole, took 


action which placed the Chief Engineer in 
actual control of his department, with au- 
thority to employ or discharge whomsoever 
he pleased. It is regarded as the end of po- 
litical patronage for at least this department 
of the board. : 


_ Fails to Make Randolph Retract. 
Trustee Baker apparently tried to make the 


Chief Engineer retract his statements con- - 


cerning patronage made at the last meeting® 
but he Was not successful. When a resolu- 
tion had been adopted placing the control in. 
the hands of the head of the t 
oo Baker addressed the meeting as fol- 
ows: 

“Now that this thing is settled, I want 
to make a statement. After Wednesday’? 
discussion it was insinuated and declared 
that the Chief Engineer had stated that 
the pay rolls in his department were padded 
and stuffed. In view of this, I, as a member 
of the board, want it to be understood that 
such a statement is a damnable and down- 
_— lie. I call upon Mr. Randolph to deny 


Mr. Randolph arose. 

**In the sense of there being names onthe 
pay roll and no such men in our employ, it 
is wrong, and I deny it,’’ he said. ** But 
in the sense of there being names of men on 
the pay roll who are not earning their sal- 
aries, I cannot deny it.”’ 

“ Well, if there are any such men I would 
like to know who they are. Let us have a 
further report from the engineer,’’ said 
Trustee Cloidt. Trustees Baden and Smith 
agreed, but no one made any motion. 

‘‘The engineer is to blame and no one else 
if such a case exists,” said Trustee Legner. 


Full Power Is Conferred. 


Then followed the adoption of the resolu- 
tion conferring full power in his department 
on the Chief Engineer. It was practically 
the same as the resolution offered by Trustee 
Carter at Wednesday's meeting, which start- 
ed all the turmoil. Trustee Carter expressed 
himself after the meeting as being well 
pleased, and said that Mr. Randolph would 
be allowed to reorganize his department 
without suggestions from the trustees: © —

out. Mr. Randolph says it would do themen 
injustice.

“One, after the man had been away @ 
month.”’ 
Were you satisfied? ’’ 


‘I was, after explanations had been made 


to me. The man’s conduct was bad, but he 
had a family depending upon him, and. he 
promised to behave; so, when a trustee ex- 
plained matters to me, I was‘satisfied,”’ said 
the Chief Engineer. 

“Did you exercise your own judgment?”

‘**Have you ever had any other case of 
that kind?’’ asked President Smyth. 

‘*No; that was the only one where a man 
was put back after I had discharged him.”” 

“At all times,” questioned Chairman 
Braden, *“‘you have had the right of em- 
ploying or discharging men?” 
- “ No; at no time,"’ was the reply, and the 
engineer resumed his seat.

THE VINDICATION OF WALLER. 
Tue Trisune heartily approves the find- 
ing of the Manila court-martial in acquitting 
Major Waller of the charge of murder. A 
good many arm chair warriors, who have 
never missed three meals a day except from 
dyspepsia, are taking occasion to describe 
‘Major Waller as a blood-lustful degenerate. 
In their hysteria over his acquittal they are 
raising a word-storm| which obscures ‘the 
true issue. These critics imply, though 
they do not state, that Waller captured,. 
somewhere in the middle of Samar, a num- 
ber of Filipinos and that because they were 
Filipinos he had them shot without trial. 

- The facts, as brought out in the court- 
‘martial, are these: Major Waller, being 
about to make an expedition into the mid- 
dle of Samar last January, employed, a 
number of Filipinos as guides. The guides 
took the oath of allegiance to the United 
States and received wages from the Treas- 
ury of the United States. They led Major 
Waller’s command inland into the moun- 


tains, treacherously- led them off the path 
into a maze of unexplored mountain trails, 


and there deserted them. The hardships 
of the abandoned Americans were horrible. 
A dozen or more starved to death and the 
remainder finally arrived at headquarters 
emaciated and insane. 
_ Later in the month the false guides were 
captured by Lieutenant Gridley and Ser- 
geant Quick. They were led before the 
commandant, Major Waller, who had re- 
covered his, mind, though his weakness still 
kept him on his back. He, together with 
such of the others as had been with him on 
the expedition, recognized the eleven 
prisoners as the guides of his expedition. 
There is no doubt that the identification 
was@exact and sure. The attorney prose- 
cuting Major Waller did not attempt to 
deny that the men shot were the false 
guides. There was no doubt as to the guilt 
of the guides. .That was undeniable. If 
they had been tried they would have been. 
tried in Samar by a court-martial of which 
Waller was the head. The verdict would 
have been the same, The verdict must 
of needs have been the same. No record is 
preserved of such an offense ever having 
been condoned under martial law. , 
If Waller had ordered a court-martia 
for the guides who had been caught he would 
have saved himself a lot-of trouble. He 
would have also ‘conformed: to the letter 
of the law. ‘But he would not have con- 
formed any more nearly than he did to the 
spirit of the law. |

If any movement, campaign, or crusade 
against drunkenness, gambling, or political 
corruption commends itself to the public 
and meets with enthusiastic support, how 
much more should one welcome and, as far 
as one can, encourage and forward the 
struggle’ now being waged in New York 
against the sin of vulgarity! The center of 
that struggle is the West Side Settlement.

CONDITIONAL BENEFACTIONS. 

- The press dispatches recently contained 
the announcement that Mr. Rockefeller has 
Bro $125,000 to’ Adelphia College in 


rooklyn on condition that it raise a like 
smount before July 1, 1902. Although this 
gives the trustees of the college but two 
months and a half to raise the money they 
have set about the work at once and there 
is no. doubt they will raise the money, brief 
as the period of collection is. 

When Dr. Pearsons inangurated the 
scheme of conditional benefactions, or the 


many doubts as to its practicability, but if 
we are correctly informed not one of the 
numerous colleges Dr. Pearsons assisted 
in this manner failed to raise the money, 
though some of them required a short ex- 
tension of time, and nearly all of them were 
small, poor, and struggling institutions. 
Perhaps this was because the sum offered 
them appeared so large that they worked 
all the harder to raise the equivalent. Mr. 
Rockefeller’s conditional benefactions have 
been extended to a larger and wealthier 
class of colleges. Some time ago he prom- 
ised Barnard College in New York City, 
which is Columbia’s female college, $250,- 
000 on condition that a like sum was con- 
tributed by its friends by midnight of March 
81. When that “ witching hour of night” 
arrived it was found that they had raised 
the sum and had $50,000 to spare, which 
Mr. Rockefeller promptly matched. Last 
fall he offered $150,000. to the Newton The- 
ological Seminary on the same conditions, 
and its trustees met the conditions before 
the: time limit had expired. Wellesley has 
also been promised $150,000 conditionally, 
the equivalent to be raised by next com- 
mencement. he girls are working hard 
and there is sufficient in sight to insure the 
gift by that time. Bryn Mawr hada sim- 
ilar offer, and though badly crippled by the 
recent fire, which destroyed one of its finest 
buildings, it is hard at work to raise the 
money. | 

Most of the recent conditioned gifts have 
been made: to female colleges, but they are 
quite as alert and industrious as the male 
colleges in raising money. The plan seems

A POLITICAL STRIKE. 

With regard to the trouble in Belgium, it 
should be understoood clearly that the 
cause is political and not industrial. That 
is, the Radicals, although they, no doubt, 
intend to use political power to industrial 
ends, are bent just now only on getting 
that political power into their hands.

The 
demand made at present seems to an Amer- 
ican to be mogt reasonable.

It was tried once before and it was 
snecessful.. In 1893 it. destroyed the old 
electoral system and established universal 
suffrage. In-1902 its managers hope that 
it will dO away with plural voting. 
At. present every. Belgian over 25 can 
vote once, but there are some Belgians who 
can vote more than once. Every man, for 
instance, who has a certain. amount of 
property, or who, being over 35, bas legiti- 
mate: issue and pays a certain house tax, 
can vote twice. Also, every man‘ who has 
certain educational qualifications can vote

At 
the last Parliamentary election the number 
of citizens qualified to. vote was about 
1,400,000,. Supplemental: votes, however, 
cast by those who had a right to vote more 
than once amounted to about 750,000. In 
a great many constituencies, therefore, the 
Radicals, although numerically a majority, 
were beaten at the polls. Naturally, it is 
to their advantage to effect a change in the 
electoral. laws. With manhood suffrage 
their position would be much stronger. M. 
Van Dervelde, who is, perhaps, ‘the best 
known of the Belgian Socialists, thinks that 
if the reform now in prospect were consum- 
mated the labor element would control at 
least a third of the total number of votes. 

Therefore has.the Council General of the 
Labor party ordered a universal strike, and 
therefore have towns, “old in story,” 
Liege, Hainault, Ghent, and Charleroi, be- 
gun to be as seditious under Leopold of 
Belgium as they were under Charles the 
Bold of Burgundy and Louis XI. of France. 
In a compact working district like Bel- 
gium, a general strike is a serious matter. 
It is feasible and destructive.. The work- 
ing people are numerous and they are close 
together. Organization is easy, m3 inter- 
ests are similar and communication is rapid. 
There can be little doubt that the strike will 
mean a difficult situation, and perhaps a 
national convulsion. Moreover, since its 
object is exactly what has been accom- 
plished in so many other °dountries, its 
final success may well seem natural, and 
even inevitable. 

The rioting which has. been,going on in 
Brussels for several days is a’preliminary 
phase of the agitation for electoral reform, 
So long as the troops do not fraternize with 
the rioters this method of agitating will 
accomplish nothing except to engender 
greater bitterness on both sides. A univer- 
sal strike like the one ordered by the So- 
cialist leaders some days ago, which began 
yesterday, is a more serious matter in a 
country where the population’is so largely 
an industrial one. Troops can quell riots, 
but they cannot force coal, miners and 
weavers to go back to work, even though 
the industry of the country is paralyzed by 
their idleness. If the Belgian, workingmen 
have good staying power they can starve 
their political adversaries into surrender.

CINDERGARTENS 


Lake View Residents Start the Ball by 
‘Forming Organization to Fight 
Against Abolishment of the Depart- 
ment—Every Ward te Be Awakened 
in a Protest to the Board of Educa- 
tion—Sacrifice of High Schools Held 
to Be Preferable. 


In a final effort to save the kindergartens 
to the public schools, mass-meetings will be 
held in nearly every ward in the city during 
the week“to protest against the abolishment 
of the department by the Board of Educa- 
tion. 

‘*Save the kindergartens and sacrifice the 
high schools,”’ was the cry raised at a mass- 
meeting of Lake View residents last even- 
ing at St. Peter’s parish house, 1787 Belmont 
avenue. The assembly. hall was thronged 
with men and women interested in the fight 
for the preservation of the schools for the 

little’ children. 

An organization was formed, to be known 
as the Lake View Kindergarten league. Offi- 
cers were elected and two delegates appoint- 
ed by the President, Harry Oldam, to attend 
the general conference of representatives 
from the different wards the latter part of 
the week. The delegates are J. V. Norcross 
and the Rev, Samuel D. Dunlap. 

“ ‘The closing of the kindergartens would be 
a public calamity,”’ declared President Ol- 
dam of the league. ‘“‘In the kindergarten 
lies the one hope for the regeneration of the 
slums. One who has made only a superficial 
study of the subject must have been im- 
pressed by the fact that the closing of the 
eighty-five kindergartens would mean that 
hundreds of children would be thrown into 
the streets without restraint or control. 

“Who can estimate in dollars and cents 
the lessons in love, obedience, generosity, 
cleanliness, and truth which have been 
taught in the public kindergartens to the 
children whose homes are cheerless, un- 
happy, and unclean?’ 

: Protest from Hull House. 

While Miss Julia Lathrop was addressing 
the Parents’ association last night at Hull 
House, she was interrupted by a man in the 
audience, who said: 

** Let them close the high schools if they 


is there our children learn the language and 
customs of the land we have cometo. Not 
one in twen may ever reach the high 
schools; the stores and factories will have 
swallowed them before they reach that age.”’

Four of the foremen have been assaulted 
and knocked senseless. One of them was 
assaulted twiee, and the workingmen, while 
waiting for the cars, are hooted and called 
all kinds of names and threatened right in | 
sight and hearing of the policemen, who 
make little effort to stop the threats, ap- 
parently pretending not to hear or see them. | 
It is no use for the strikers to claim that 
they are innocent of thesé assaults, as one 
of them who was talking to one of the work- 
men, not knowing the latter was an employé 
ofthe company, when asked by the work- 
man why they didn’t try to compromise 
with the company, remarked: ‘* Yes, we 


over the scab workmen’s heads.”’ 

The workmen do not consider they are 
holding jobs belonging to the strikers. The 
latter could not agree with the company 
and quit their service. The company adver- 
tised for men and the inducements offered 
were sufficient, and the new men went to 
work and should be protected, as they are 
satisfied with the terms which the strikers 
rejected. As the Allis-Chalmers company 
are the ones who have their money invested, 
not the strikers, we cannot see wherein the 
strikers are concerned in the matter after 
they have quit the service. 

If the police wished they could prevent 
some of these assaults and also could make 
arrests if they wanted to. The street car 
employés, 4oo, are in with the strikers, as 
often they run by the crossing with cars 
nearly empty, not allowing the°’workmen a 
‘hance to board the cars. Several of the 
aseaults have been made while the men 
were trying to board the cars while in mo- 
tion.

INDIANA PRISON OFFICIALS 
DENY CHARGES OF CRUELTY. 


Testify Before Commission at Inquiry 
That Institution Is Model of Human- 
ity and Kindness. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Michigan City, Ind., April 14.—[Special.]— 
Deputy Warden M. M. Barnard tonight en- 
tered a general denial to all charges made‘ 
against him -by Dr. Brose 8. Hogne, former 
prison physician. 

He defended the system in vogue in the 
prison and declared: that the only punish- 
ment inflicted upon refractory prisoners was 
that of confining’ them in the punishment 
cells. 
The deputy warden said the prison phy- 
sician was his superior and never had his 
orders been disobeyed. He stated Dr. Horne 
had made no recommendations referring 
to the health of prisoners that had been 
neglected. He charged Dr. Horne with neg- 
lect of his duties during March, when he 
had not made a. single report on the con- 
dition of prisoners. -. 

The deputy warden declared that no pris- 
oner had been punished through malice, that 
he had not been profane, abusive, or insult- 
ing. 

Referring to Guards Bowlin and Webster 
he said they had the hardest men to handle 
in the prison, and it was due to this so many 
complaints were made against them. He 
said he had always found them careful and 
not brutal, exercising force only when neces- 
sary to protect themselves. When his atter-. 
tion was called to specific cases cited by Dr. 
Horne, Mr. Barnard denied them all. 

During the hearing witnesses testified to 
brutality on the part of Guards Bowlin and 
Webster in the prison; bad rations in the 
hospital, and short requisitions in the stew- 
ard’s department. , 

Prisoner Swain caused some confusion in 
the board after being assured by the Gov- 
ernor and Warden of protection if he told 
the truth, by remarking: “I am in a post- 
tion where I cannot do as the gentlemen say. 
A man cannot tell the truth well. You see, I 
am confined here, and do not know what will 
be done with me in the future.”’ 

A dozen other convicts testified, telling of 
real or fancied abuses they had suffered 
or knew about.

He said the shippers of Chicago were 
disctiminated against on consignments of 
goods for points east of the Mississippi River. 
He made a plea for a uniform rate for the 
large and small shippers. He said it was 
extremely important for the small shippers 
to know what the rates. were at the time 
the shipments were made and what they 
would be in the future. | 
. Mr. Lyon told the committee of the dis- 
advantages under which the small shippers 
labored and tha this could be remedied if 
Congress would enact a law which would. 
give the commission the power to fix rates, 
to determine as to whether rates were reason- 
able, and when a reasonable rate had once 
been determined upon by the commission‘it 
should become effective at once without walt- 
ing for the United States courts to pass upon 
the matter. Mr. Lyons said a preference 
was given the shippers of wheat for the | 
Eastern markets and for export, and that 
tHe rate upon this product is so how that it is 
unprofitable for the millers to ship flour.

Lord fraudu- 
lently procured the policy from the com- 
pany, paid the premium out of his own funds, 
and did not inform the company of Cable's 
illness. The insurance company declined to 
pay, and suit was brought in the Superior 
Court of Cook County. The lower courts 
decided the case against the estate, which

MINE INSPECTION LAW GOOD. 


Supreme Court Upholds Statute of Iili- 
nois Despite Plea That It 


Washington, D. C., April 14.~In the United 
States Supreme Court today Justice Brown 
announced an opinion in the case of the Con- 
-golidated Coal Company vs. The People of 
Illinois, involving the constitutionality of the 
Illinois statute providing for the inspection 
of mines. The law was attacked on the 
ground that it is discriminative in that it 
requires an inspection only of mines em- 
ploying more than five miners, and in that 
it gives discretion to the inspectors to deter- 
mine how many times in a year a mine shall 
be inspected and also what fees shall be 
charged for making the inspection. The 
court did not, however, sustain these excep- 
tions, but held the law valid, thus affirming 
the decision of the Supreme Court of Illinois.

Says Beet Sugar Will Not Suffer. 
: The objection that the bill would injure the 
beet sugar industry in this country, the 
Senator said, rested upon no sound founda- 
tion. He produced figures to prove his as- 
sertion and said the claim that the sugar 
trust would get the benefit of the reduction 
could not stand examination. Two years ago 


the benefit of the removal of duties on sugar 
from Porto Rico. The result of the experi- 
ment showed beyond question that the re- 
moval of duty went directly to the Porto 
Rican planter. It was simply quarreling 
with an axiom to maintain such a proposi- 

There was little ground for optimism as 
to the future of cane sugar in the United 
States. In Louisiana the cane must be 
planted every two years at a cost of about 
$20 an acre, while the Cubans only planted 
once in ten years. To protect against sucha 
great natural advantage was not a rational 
application of protection. 


Morality and Justice Involved. 


The strongest grounds for the bill, how- 
ever, were those resting upon considerations | 
of morality and justice and those which had 
reference not to pecuniary interest, but to 
the future of the American commonwealth. 


Platt amendment, which declared itself to be 
in fulfillment of the Teller resolution.

Against Northern Securities 
Company Taken Up. 


JUSTICES ASK QUESTIONS. 


Plaintiff, Holds for Supreme 
Court Jurisdiction. 


DEFENSE TAKESOTHER VIEW 


Washington, D. C., April 14,—The United 
States Supreme Court today, heard argu- 
ments in the case of the State of Washing- 
ton vs. the Northern’ Securities. company 
and the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
railroads, involving the merger of the two 
railroads, 

Attorney General Stratton appeared for the 
State and made the opening argument, con- 
tending. that this court is the only one that 
can properly hear the case, and that if it 
refuses to hear it there ig no tribunal to 
which the State can apply for the redress of 
a@wrong. Justice White asked why the State 
could not pass a law of its own to cover the 
case and Mr. Stratton replied that he thought 
the State had that right, hut that it also is 
entitled to an independeng proceeding for 
injunction. 

The Chief Justice wanted to know if the 
State could not institute.a- suit and give the 
Securities company a chance to come in. 
** Yes,’’ was the reply, it won't come 
in, as has been made manifest in Minnesota.”’ 
He agreed with a suggestion made by Justice 
Brewer that the railroads involved are inter- 


competent to appeal to the national authori- 


ties. 
Contention of Plaintiffs. 


Summing up the case, Mr. Stratton said the 
question presented is ‘‘ Whether the stock 
and power of control of two gigantic lines 
of railway, traversing the States of Wash- 
ington, Montana, North Dakota, and Minne- 


monopoly in railway traffic therein, in de- 
flance of the laws of such, or whether a 
corporate entity can be created and used for 
the express purpose of overthrowing the con- 
stitutional enactments of a number of sov- 
ereign States, and thus accomplish indirectly 
that which this court has decided could not 
be done directly.”’ . 

Charles W. Bunn and former Attorney 

General John W. Griggs appeared for the 
lroad companies and the Securities com- 
y- 
Defense Opposes Jurisdiction. 

Mr. Bunn contended that the Securities 
company had the same power to acquire, 
own, and vote stock as any natural person 
would have and could not be enjoined. He 
also contended that there was no precedent 
allowing one State to go into another State 
for the enforcement of its own laws, and said 
that Washington was undertaking to do 
just that in this proceeding. . 

Mr. Griggs argued that the power of the 
Supreme Court cannot be invoked by one 
State to enforce the police laws of another, 
and contended that in this instance Wash- 
ington is attempting to control the corporate 
action of three companies, neither of which 
pretends to derive its existence or authority 
from that State. He argued that no act com- 
plained of would take place in Washington. 
There was no possibility of the violation of 
a State law, because Washington had no 
law on the subject. 

In his rejoinder Mr. Stratton said that the 
entire argument on behalf of the defendant 
corporations supported the idea of federal 
Supreme Court jurisdiction. : 

“ What do you think of State ownership? 
Couldn’t the State take possession of the 
roads and run them?” asked the Chief Jus- 


e. 

Mr. Stratton replied that such a remedy 
had. not occurred to him. What the State 
of. Washington wanted was that the court 
should enjoin a combination of the two roads 
in a third corporation under the guise of an 
individual, and he believed that this would 
not be permitted. 


OLD-TIMER PRAISES R. R. HITT. 


Sees in Lincoln’s Young Friend a 
Worthy and Capable Man for 
United States Senatorship. 


Chicago, April 14.—({Editor of The Trib- 

ne.J—I have read with pleasure your two 
editorials, one of several weeks ago and the 
other of the 1ith inst., urging the selection 
of Robert R. Hitt as Senator to succeed Mr. 
Mason. | 

Mr. Hitt was one of the young men associ- 
ating with Abraham Lincoln in whom he: 
took a deep interest, and one especially in 
whom, on more than one occasion, to my 
personal knowledge, that great man mani- 
fested his thorough confidence. 

I was present at a portion of the debates 
between Lincoln and Douglas in 1858, and 
can testify to the keen satisfaction felt by 
both the principals in that historical contest 
at being as well reported as they were by 
Mr. Hitt, at a time when stenographic ro- 
porting had by no means reached the accu- 
racy it has attained today. 

I well remember, during the session of the 
Legislature in 1861, the especial interest 
which Mr. Lincoln then took in “* Bob Hitt,’’ 
as he was fond of calling him; and I also re- 
call the fact that that prince of gentlemen, 
William B. Ogden, Chicago's member of the 
State Senate (of which »ody I was secretary), 
took exceptional pains to single out young 
Hitt for his commendation, looking on him as 
a rising man. + 

Since that period I have watched the up- 
ward progress of Robert Hitt through the 
various grades of advancement, alike in use- 
fulness as a citizen and faithfulness to pubiic 
trusts reposed in him, and it has been a. 
pleasure to see fulfilled In his career the an- 
ticipations and predictions of such ardent 
friends and admirers of the struggling young 
man as Lincoln and Ogden, with many 
others who could be nanied.. . | 

‘And I desire to call attention to the fact 
that at no point in Mr. Hitt’s political course 
has he been a mere politician. Whatever his 
laudable ambition, he has never pushed him- 
self, nor been “* boosted "’.by any clique of 
pliant servitors, beyond.the clearly mani- 
fested popular wish. In his long career as a 
Representative in Congress, the amount of 
“legging ’’ he has done to obtain nomina- 
tions could be compressed within the com- 
pass of a small nutshell. He did not have to 
go a-begging for the diplomatic appointments 
he received. They came to him practically 
unasked. And his services in the State de- 
partment at Washington were invaluable, 
and only discontinued when his constituents 
called him again into the legislative halls, 
where, as the head of the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs, he has long been a potent factor 
in both parliamentary and diplomatic affairs. 

Although the white heat of adventitious 
and temporary distinction or notoriety has 
never’ blazed on Mr. Hitt, and he has not hap- 
pened to be the recipient of the acclaim of 


ing respect and esteem of the observant and 
intelligent thousands and tens of thousands 
of his own State and of the nation who give 
tone and trend to public sentiment.

Presidente of Igbaras a Victim. 


Charles 8. Riley of Northampton, Mass., 
formerly a sergeant in Company M, Twen- 
ty-sixth Volunteer Infantry, said he had 
witnessed the ‘‘ water cure’’ at Igbaras, in 
the Province of Iloilo, on Nov, 27, 1900. It 
was administered to the Presidente, or chief 
Filipino official of the town. When the wit- 
ness first saw the Presidente he was stand- 
ing in the corridor of the convent, stripped 
to the waist and his hands tied behind him, 
with Captain Glenn and Lieutenant Conger 
and Dr. Lyons, a contract surgeon, stand- 
ing negr, while many soldiers stood about. 
The man, he said, was thrown under.a 
water eg and his mouth placed directly 
under the faucet and held open to compel 
him to swallow the water. Over him stood 
an interpreter repeating one word, which 
the witness believed to be the native equiv- 
alent of ‘‘ confess.’’ 

Later the ‘“‘cure” was administered a 
second time. 

This time the man was not taken into the 
building. The water was brought in a five- 
fallon can, one end of a small hose was 
Placed in it, and the other in the man’s 
mouth. A second hose was placed in the 
prostrate man’s nose. A handful of salt, 
thrown into the water, had the desired effect 
= the Presidente agreed to answer ques-

: That deadlock lasted about six hours; then 
Hertz agreed to weigh in at 1 o’clcok, and 
yesterday said he would’agree to weigh at 
2 o’clock, which was accepted by McKenna 
for Attel and the match wasclinched. Hertz 
and McKenna each posted a forfeit of $500 
for weight and appearance; and President 
Charles Houghton of the West End club 
posted a like amount to guarantee his club 
would pull of the contest. The articles call 
for a fifteen-round contest, which can be 
pressed to twenty should the referee be un- 
sable to declare a winner. at the end of the’ 
fifteenth round. 

The match will surely cause considerable 
interest from the fact the boys will fight at 
the legitimate featherweight limit, which is 
pounds less than Champion Corbett and a 
host of other featherweights—or so-called 
featherweights—can train down to.

ING LEOPOLD'S difficulties, to which 
foreign attention was drawn by the 
mobbing to which he was subjected 
last week at Brussels, are a matter 
of grave concern to several of the 
European governments, and there are some 
who apprehend that the situation in Bel- 
gium may lead to international complica- 
tions of the most serious character. For it 
is generally believed in France, and in many 
other countries, that the secret military 
convention which is known to exist between 
King Leopold and Emperor Willlam con- 
tains some clause providing for German 
military intervention in Belgium in behalf 
of the Belgian monarch in the event of his 
throne becoming endangered by insurrection 
or revolutionary movements. It is under- 
stood that Emperor William is pledged 
thereby to come to the rescue of King Leo- 
pold in case the latter requires his agsist- 
ance against his rebellious subjects. | 

But, on the other hand, it is difficult’ to 
see how France could possibly tolerate any- 
thing of the kind, and it has frequently been 
asserted both in speech and in print in 
France that the moment German troops set, 
foot on Belgian soil France will immediately 
proclaim war against Germany and pour 
troops across her frontier into King Leo- 
pold’s dominions, Popular sentiment in 
France irrespective of party politics ib thor- 
oughly imbued with the fact that German 
intervention in Belgium would necessitate 
an immediate declaration of war by the re- 
public, since Belgium in German possession, | 
or even temporary military occupation, 
would constitute too serious a danger to 
France to be tolerated. 


One of the most alarming featufes of the 
situation in Bélgium is the suspicion which 
prevails as to the loyalty of the army to 
King and government. The rank and file of 
the army, at any rate, are believed to be 
thoroughly imbued with Socialist doctrines 
and in sympathy with the leaders of the 
present Socialist republican movement. In- 
deed, the only armed force on which King 
Leopold can rely is the so-called Civic Guard 
at Brussels, which, being composed of more 
or less prosperous shopkeepers and well-to- 
do bourgeois, has vested interests at stake 
and is exceedingly anxious to ‘maintain 
order. Unfortunately their military train- 
ing is not on a par with their loyalty to 
the established government, and they would 
be incapable of making any serious stand 
against an armed mob, especially if the lat- 
ter were reinforced by mutinous soldiers of 
the regular army. . 7 
It must not be forgotten in this connec- | 
tion that Great Britain and Austria, as well 
as Russia, have a voice in the destinies of 
Belgium, since the neutrality of Belgium and 
its constitution as a kingdom under the rule 
of Prince Leopold of Coburg and of his 
descendants in the male line was guaranteed 
by these powers jointly with Prussia through 
the treaty ef London in April, 1839. England 
had occasion to call the attention of both 
Germany and France to the existence of this 
treaty at the time of the war of 1870, when 
for a moment it looked as if Belgium would 
become the battleground of the two nations. 
Inasmuch as a correspondent has written 
calling into question my statement that the 
late Princess of Wied, mother of the Queen 
of Roumania and sister of the Queen of 
Sweden and of the reigning Grand Duke of 
Luxemburg, had beén privately married to 
a dignitary of her household after the death. 
of her first husband, ti.e Prince von Wied, 
I may add that the name of this second and 
morganatic husband is Baron F. von Rog- 
genbach, who for a time was Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of the Grand Duchy: of 
Baden. The Roggenbach family is one of the 
oldest houses of the German aristocracy, 
belongs to what is known as the “ Uradel,”’ 
that is to say, to the nobility which has been 
in existence as such ever since the beginning 
of history. There are only two male repre- 
sentatives of this particular house today. 
One of them is the Baron Francis in ques- 
tion, the other Baron Herman, a cousin, who 
is or was an officer of the Seventh Infantry 
Regiment of the Grand Duchy of Baden. 
. Count Rudolph Festetits, whose domestic 
troubles with his American wife, adaughter 
of Louis Haggin of New York and San Fran- 
cisco, culminated not long ago in a divorce 
suit in this country, has just presented to 
the National Museum of Hungary at Pesth

Few foreigners are aware that London is 
‘controlled by two police fortes, absolutely 
distinct from one another. The Metropoli- 
tan police, 16,000 in number, under the com- 
mand of Sir Edward Bradford, the Chief 
Commissioner, who is responsible, not to the 
County Council, but to the Secretary of State 
for the Home department, have charge of 
the entire metropolitan district, with the 
exception of the City of London itself. The 
area of the city is relatively small compared 
to the remainder of the metropolis, but with- 
in its radius there is accumulated incalcula- 
ble wealth, since not only the Bank of Eng- 
land but likewise all;the principal fihancial 
institutions, not merely of the metropolis 
but likewise of the entire British army, have 
their headquarters there. And, being a dis- 
trict devoted almost exclusively to offices 
of one kind and another, it is practically 
uninhabited and altogether deserted at 
night, which renders the task of guarding 
it doubly arduous. | 
I mention this because a new commissioner 
of the city police has just been appointed 
in the person of Captain Nott Bower, who, 
subject to the Lord Mayor, is paid to the 
extent of $10,000 a year by the municipality 
of the city. The appointment is_a wonder- 
fully good one. For the Captain, after leay- 
ing the army, served for a time in ihe Royal 
Irish constabulary, then went to Leeds as 
Chief Constable, and for the last twenty ‘ 
years has been Chief of the Liverpool police, 
He is well known in this country, which he 
has frequently visited for the purpose of 
studying its various policesystems. Indeed, 
no Englishman knows more about the va- 
rious police systems abroad than Captain 
Bower, who is regarded to such an extent 
as an expert in matters of this kind that a 
few years ago, while at the head of the 
Liverpool police,’ he was entrusted by the 
government with the task of drawing up 
the scheme for the reorganization ‘of the 
Dublin metropolitan police force. 
King Edward has not only dispensed with 
the Indian servants which constituted so 
picturesque a feature of the late: Queen's 
household, but likewise with the Highland 
attendants, of whom the late sovereign was 
so fond. Highland servants will, of course, 
-be used north of the Tweed by the King, 
but the services of gillies. elsewhere have 
been dispensed with by Edward VII.

ADOPT PLANS FOR TENT 
- MEETINGS THIS SUMMER. 


Representatives of Evangelical Denom- 
inations Decide Upon Details for Re- 
ligious Campaign Throughout City.

FIRE CHARGED TO INCENDIARY. 


Secretary of Johnson Chair Company 
Says Circumstances Are Suspicious «| 
—Loss Placed at $90,000. 


Incendiarism is suspected in conmection 
with a fire in the main warehouse of the 
Johnson Chair company, 280-82-84 North 
Halsted street, yesterday afternoon. The fire 
Started about noon, and for a time threatened 
the lives of half a dozen firemen and prop- 
erty valued at hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars was imperiled. The actual loss in- 
volved is| estimated at $90,000—$50,000 on 
the contents and $40,000 on the six-story 
structure, which is a wreck. This was the 
‘fourth fire of similar suspicious nature 
which has occurred at the plant within the 
Jast five years. . 

At one time during yesterday’s fire the 
entire north wall, extending back. 150 feet, 
was bulging outward, and along crack was 
visible i the center. Fearing this wall 
would tcipple over, Chief Musham ordered 
his men alway from that side of the structure, 
and occupants of a two-story frame building 
at 288 North Halsted street were told to 
jeave their homes. The latter will have to

the cause of the fire. | 

“There was nobody in the building at the 
time,’ he said; “‘ there was no heat in the 
structure; we supply our own lighting by a 
private electric plant, but this was not in 
operation; there were no fires in the builld- 
ing, and we have issued strict orders that 
any employé caught smoking will be in- 
atantly discharged. Further than that I 
will say nothing.”
